With its as yet relatively small professional staff, the office concerned 
has undertaken, through the utilization of government sod commercial research 


facilities, a series of feasibility studies and systems development activities 


in newly emerging scientific aeMevemcxhs which may have apparent po tential 
for application to technical Intelligence collection. A major effort has been 


devoted to the exploitation of existing media for application to sore 
advanced and sophisticated technical collection system. 
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
